mtion from the West, inclnding Pittsburg,

hicago, nid 8t, Lowis, and from the Sonth

nd Southwest, inclading Memphis, Lonis-

ille, Naw Orloans, Texns, aud other points,
1 to the effect that the strike still continnes,
#ith no prospect of surrender or compro-
mise. In Philadelphia it s aflirmed that “the
striko is not so near an end as previously
stated In some quarters.” A Philadelphia
paper cays the etrike ‘‘not only oon-
tinues, but grows stronger every day.”
in New York the strikers remain firm, with
no indieations of surrendering, their vacan.
ciew being imperfectly supplied by women
and ‘‘pirates’—incompetent operators, who
tinve hoen dismissed for incompetency or for
improper practices. The situation hero may
be comprehonded at a glance by reading the
following despateh from the superinfendent
of the Western Upion Company in this city:

Tiis is conclusive evidenceo that the tronble
south of Richmond still exists, and no doubt
tho same may be said in regard to other
points—n matter which the company, of
oourso, doos not care to have ventilated. It
is important here to state that the labor
ainions in this city unanimously sustain the
pirikers, and have already voted them sup-
plies of the sinews of strikes as well as of war
&0 onable them to hold out. It is expected
Ehat the same action will be taken by the
labor unions throughont the country, and in
dhe end it may be found that the telegraph
operators’ progressive movement of to-da
will assume a degree of importance whic
will mako itself both felt and respected.

Now, what is the canse of all this commo-
kion and all this dimnllmlion in one of the most
jmportant elements of our business and socjal
pelations? It may be explained in a few
words. It is the resunlt of the grasping ra-
pacity and unbridled tyranny of one of the
most gigantic monopolies that ever over-
sphadowed enterprise in the civilized world—
ghe Wegstern Union Telograph Company.

Lot us for a moment look at the extent of
Ehis ponderous machine—a machine moved
and manipulated by the hands of a few grasdy
oapitalists and millionaires, From the official
xocords we find that of the 4014 public tale-

ph offices in the United Btates the Western

union numbors 5169, and all the rest, in-
pluding the Franklin, Atlantic and Pacifie,
Pacifio and Atlantic, and Bankers' and Brokers'
fines, the balance, or only five hundred and
forty-five offices. The number of miles of
fline in active use is as follows:—Waestern
TUnion Company, 52,000; all the others, in-
oluding eonnections, 17,500, giving the
Weatorn Union the enormous preponderance
of 34,509 miles of telegraph wire in operation
in the United States. And, not content with
this huge Titan-like monopoly, it is now
shuflling around the lobbies of Congress, in
#he committee-rooms, in the cosy private
guarters of members, for a new deal with its
mlready stocked cards for another little game
of oxclusive talefmph privileges, even to the
mbsorption of all the Atlantic cables reaching
our shores. In short, having checkered the
territory of the United States with its tele-
all'aph poles and wires, it now seeks to girdle

o earth with its galvanic withes.

Wo ask, in all earnestness, is it mot time
Uongreas interposed its authority to check
the growth of this mammoth monopoly ? We
have seon that it does not hesitate to throw
into confusion the entire business of the
oountry by an obstinate adhesion to an arbi-
trary determination to reduce the salaries of
a fow poorly paid operators. If it does not
&top Lo do these arbitrary thingsin its present
wealth of money and influence, what may we
not expect when its powers shall be still for-
£her augmented, when it locks not only the
fand, but oceans within its embrace? Oar
readers have remarked that great care has
beon taken by the company to keep the Wash-
ington offices well su&phed with operators
ponding the present diffioulties. This dodge
s trans nt. It is to impress members of
Congress with the idea that its affairs are not
in disorder, that it is not tyraunical to its
employes, that its usefulness to the commnu-
nity is not impaired, and that everything con-
nected with its internal machinery is moving
like clockwork. We admonish members of
Congress to keep their eyes open, and not
allow themselves to be hoodwinked by this
or any other sublerfuge of the company's
lobbyists in Washington or elsewhere. We
nrge them to go straight forward in the work
of establishing a cheap and comprehensive
postal telegraph system under the direction
of the Government, thereby relieving the
people of exorbitant telegraph tolls and a
worthy class of the community from the op-
pression of a tyrannical and unscrapulous
monopoly. Meanwhile, ns everything now
seoms to indicate, the strikers’ movement will
contiuve to progress, and eventually, we re-
peat, make itself both felt and respected.

UNIVERSITY REFORM.

Our older colleges, stimulated in pmt by
“Cornell” and ‘‘Michigan,” are making Lold

tops toward a true University system, No
ngle experiment in this direction is at this
recise moment so important as that in pro.
ress at Harvard College, in regpect to **Uni.
sriity Leotures,”

[t was nmong the trinmphs of President
«Aill's administration to establish, amid many
obstacles, a method by which the attainments
of the college professors could be brought to
bear on a maturer claes of minds than under-
graduates. To his “‘University Loctures” the
present administration bas added two “*Uni.
versity Courses of Instruction”—the ons in
“Philosophy,” the other in “‘Modern Litera-
ture"—these being designed for ‘‘graduates,
keachers, and other competent persons, men
and women.” There is no examination for
admission, and regidence at Cambridge is not
required. At the end of the year an exami-
nation for honors will be held, at which at.
tendance will be voluntary,

One course of instruction comprises wix
courses of lectures, the other seven. Of the
thirteen locturers, seven are non-Profeasors
of Harvard College—thess sevon being Pro-
fersors ‘Whitney and Fisher of Yals Uollege,
with Mewsrs. K. W. Emerson, J. E. Oubot,
W, D. Howells, F, Bocher, aud J. Fiske.
"I hese courses are now in progress, with en.
tire suceess, except as to the number of stn-

onts, which is as yel small, Besides the

ratuitons audience of professors and divi-

-ity siudenis—a al modification of the

ractioe on toll in Vermont, where

inisters frée—there are thirtoen pxil:g
pupils, » young gentlemen attend ho

It veems, howaver, by the statemonts of the
Harvard Adrvocats anid the Boston Adeertiser,
that the whole system is to be remodeled,
with somo improvementa for next year. Ex.
Prosident Iill's **University Lootures” and
President Elliotd's **Universily Coursea” are
fo be thrown into one, and we have some-
thing which really begins to look like the ar-
rmogements of n Gorman University. In
I870-"71 the whole lesturing foree is spr -
rently to be drawn from Cambridge and viei-
nity; and of the twenty-nine lacturers all but
nine are officers of the College. These nine
are Messrs, G. E. Ellis, F.gloloclmr, W. D.
Iowells, A, Phelps, O, C. Perkinsg, O. Wright,
J. Fiske, J. F. Oliver, B. J, Jefiriea, and W,
Everett. As to the departments, the courses
may be thus classified; —Natural Seiences (7);
Metaphysics (4); Modern Litorature (1)
Ancient Literature (2); English Literature (1),
Mathematios and Astronomy (3); Theology
(2); Art (1); Hiatory (1): Political Soience (1).
There are cortainly some great gaps here,
History, for instance, seems to have very
seanty altention, and Philology to be almost
wanting. The classics, too, have to putup
witlr rather short rations., But, on the whole,
the courses bring us much nearer to a true
university than anything whioch Amerioa has
yet seen, and the names of the lecturers make
ceértainly a respectabls, though not perhaps a
brilliant list. The names of Peirce, Agassiz,
Wyman, Hedge, Lowell, and Child would
do honor to any university. We are sorry
to miss the name of Professor Woleott
Gibbs, Among the new accessions the most
important is doubtless Mr., Charles C. Per-
kins, whose European laurels have been an
honor to his Alma Mater, to whom in turn he

ives the fruit of his study of “‘Ancient Art.”
§lr. Howells, too, must be always agreeable,
though he must remember that **New Italian
Literature” is mot an inexhaustible theme.
Some of the lite subjects :Epenr perhaps a
little crude and ambitious, as that of **Modern
Classics,” assigned to Prof. Outler, The most
difficult theme perhaps in the list, and that re-
quiring the maturest culture, on **The Study of

JAterary Models and on English Styls,” is as-
signed to a gentleman not a graduate of the
Collaege, and whose name is not very familiarly
known in literature at least—Mr. Austin
Phelps.

But the principle involved in these lectures
is of more value than auny deteils of the new
experiment, In lime, pupils will inevitably
be drawn, and the leclure.rooms be nde-
gquately filled. The proposed rearrangement
of prices, fixing #10 as the fee for esch full
course, and 5 for each shorter course—giv-
ing each pupil his choice of courses—will
afford the untmnost freedom to stndents, while
supplying a suflicient element of competition
to leoturers, The ultimate result will be to
bring round the University a class of learned
men, varying in years, pnrsnits, and opin-
ions, who, without official connection with its
government, will increase its reputation and
enlarge its intellectnal atmosphere. This
is precisely what gives to the German
universities their peculisr value. Te4ching
is there mnot monopolized by the regular
instructors, but they are always stimulated
and kept awake by the competition of other
minds. At Berlin, for instance, the number
of extra professors and privat-doconts is
double that of the reguler professors, 111
against 55, by the last ascconnts we have at
band. The comnssquence is an astonishing
mental activity and o vast range of instruc-
tion. At Berlin, in 1865-6, there were de-
livered 175 distinet courses of academioal
lectures on topiecs in philosophy Siucluﬁiug
literature), 110 in medicine, G2 in law, 30 in
theology—283 in nll. Compared with this
copions array, the Harvard {mginnings seem
bhumble; but they lie in the right direction,
and the end is sure. In one respect, too,
these American ‘‘university lectures” are far
in advance of any which Germany ever saw:
they admit no distinction ef sex in know-
ledge.

OFFIOTAL CORRUPTION,

Trae PoiApereHiA EvENING TELEGRAPH
mukes this declaration, which would have
seemed a very singular one ten years ago:—

“Mr, Stanton had the handling and disposition of
hundreds of milllons of dollars at & time when it
would have been easy for him to have sccnmulated
immense sums without seriously compromising his
reputation,”

It has become S0 common AN oCOUITENCE
for officers of the Government to ‘“‘accumu-
late large sums” while handling the people’s
money that one may now do it “withont se-
riously compromising his reputation,” In-
deed, when one of them dies, and it is found
that he has failed to make such an accumula-
tion, the circumstance becomes the nine-
days’ wonder of his party. His political friends
think his honesty was quite too much for his
health, and are astonished that he lived as
leng as he did.

That Mr. Stanton mwight, while Secretary
of War, bave accuminlated, through the ordi-
nary channels of official corruption, immense
sums of money—that he might thus have
made bimself @ millionaire—without serionsly
compromising his repulation with his party,
cannot bo dewnied. T'he thing is done every
day, Tue Evesxmo Terzararsy, which appa-
rently sees nothing seriously to condemn in

it, could point yon to a dozen men who went
into office poor n few years since, and came
out prepared to do a heavy banking business
on l}.ne capital realized through their brief but
earnest devotion to public duty, Tex Teie-
ouars declares that Mr Btanton’s expenses
were far beyond Ids salary as Secretary of
War, and that in order to meet them ho was
forced to draw upon his own resources, until
he had nearly éxhausted the accumulations of
a laborious life, leaving little or mothing
more for the support of his family than the
s of ten thousand dollars, for which his
life was insured in Philadelphia. Under the
ciroumstances, it is oreditable to the memory
of Mr, Stanton that he died poor, for he held a
high office at a time when oflicial bonesty was
the exception and efficial rascality the role—
when, as his friends now tell us, he might
bave pocketed tens of thousands in gl;)ld
without seriously injuring his reputation; but
he wounld have deserved no credit for this in
the purer and better days of the republio,
when regeality was the exception and honesty
the rule. Then honesty was one of the chief
tests of & man's fitness for office, Then, the
question, *“Is he honest—is he eapable 7" was
invariably asked, and answered affirmatively,
before an office was bestowed npon mg appli-
cant by the President. Now, "“Does he vote
the radical ticket ?" s the only question
asked of the applicant, and an afirmative
apswer is all the recommandation required
by the Executive, Hence it is no wonder that

extensively and so openly by the officars of

the Government that the et of stealing im-

mense sums by a member of the Cabinet

and sinoe ho firsl convinoed himself that his
ocoupaney of the White House was a fore-
gone conolusion. None of this money he
stole, but not one cent of it should he have re-
oeived, It was the oerings of men who wers
known to have axes to grind. Indeed, the
rosult shows that it was offered and received
a8 the advance payment for executivo pu-
tronngoe afterward to be delivered. In dne
time the axes wera grnum]. #nd he had the
sharpest axe who paid most liberally for the
grinding.

With 2o high an a:am‘lle befors them, it is
little wondoer that subordinate officers of the
Government shrink affrighted but full-handed
from the thought of dying poor, and that
there is soarcely virtue enough left among the
press of their party, or even in the ranks of
that party, to brand with infamy their feloni-
ous though very profitable fear.

PLAIN TRUTH ABOUT
TAX,
From the N. Y. T¥mea,

1t is very olear that the Twibune does not
know what it moans when it treats of finan-
cinl guestions, It opens an old bag stuffed
with wvarious crotchets, and gets itself so
muddled among them that it can scarcely toll
one from the other. Is there an intelligent
boy in any publie school in this country who
is incapable of perceiving the fallacy contained
in the following definition by the T'ribuine of
ita “‘views:"'—

“The New York Times over and again nssorts that
we pru{msc the abolition of the Income tax., We
liave aiready corrected this misstatement. We pro-
108¢ the abolition of no tax—none whatever. By the
AW, 88 iU stands, the Income tax 18 o be assessed
and collected onoe more, and that Is the end of It
We think It right that it be not relmposed.”

How is it possible to treat this sort of ar-
gument seriously? Is not the extinction of
a tax the same thing as its abolition? Or can
you do utterly away with snything withont
abolishing it¥ The Tribune says, *We don't
ask you to abolish the inpome tax—only don't
put it on any more.,” It might in precisely
the enme way say to an agent in its employ,
““We don't say that we will not pay you any
more salary, only after next Saturday you
nead not come hera again.” To recommend
that a tax shall not be collected ngain is pre-
ciraly the same thing as to recommend its
abolition: but the 7vidune smiles in awest
complacency over its uibble, and thinks that
in constructing a lodicrous paradox it has
golved a finpueinl problem., We never re-
member to have sean reasoning so absurd put
forword on a question of publio interesp. It
is worthy of tue famous Jack Bimsby himself,
Lot us put the positions taken up by the
Lribune in o short forin and one wfter the
other:—

1. We do not say abolish the income tax,

2. Only, never levy the tax agpin.

3. We are opposed to the reduoction of taxa-
tion, believing that we ought to pay the debt
first.

4. But—take off fifty millions of taxation
at once,

Can any conjurer invent a batter hoens-
poeus than this? And yet the Pvibune is
stublimely uneonseions of the inconsistencies
into which it wanders. It goes running after
first one will.o-tbe-wisp and then snother,
and tumbles into bog aftsr bog with as
much satisfaction as if 1t were on the road to
Paradise itself, We can understand that the
Tribune's legerdemsain may confuse a few
ignorant or bectle-headed readers. But how
can it pretend to tell intelligent men that in
demanding the withdrawal of a tax it does not
ask for its abolition? It might as well advise
us all to say to the Government at onece:—
‘“We don't ask you to do without revenue—
but we won't pay any more taxes."

The Tribune says the income tax is col-
lected dishonestly. Then get rid of your dis-
bonest collectors, If the T'ribune had a
tenant who was dishonest, wounld it burn its
own house down to get rid of him, or adopt
the less eccentric method of giving the ten-
ant notice to quil?

Again, our contemporary objects that the
tax 15 nunequal in its operation. So” are all

taxes when you come to look into them. It
is harder for the poor man to pay tax upon
coal than for the rich man. o have our-

selves shown some special inequalities of the
income tax which ought to be levelled away.
They, however, are not the fault of the im-
post, but only of the blundering, chaotic
manner in which it is levied. Half of our
taxes were applied by the rule of thumb,
Scarcely anybody knew anything about snch
subjects, It is very hard—as a correspondent
in one of our banks truly says—that a widow
ehould have to pay five cent, to the Gov-
ernment on her dividend of, say, a thousand
dollars, without deduction, while those who
receive income from other sources may make
muny deductions. ‘This hardship is the re-
sult of sheer stupidity. A practiced financier
would rectify all such injustices in a week.
Again, it proves nothing against the mervits of
any kax to say that some people evade it while
others are obliged to pay it. The very same
thing may be said of all taxes.

It may not be possible to oblain an abso-
lutely true return of incoms from every man,
But it ik quite possible to prevent a rich man
avoiding the tax altegether. One of the first
duties of a government is to collect ils reve-
nue, If ours has not yet succesded in rogard
to the income tax, it must try over again; but
until we get men engaged in the work who
understand their business, wa shall have to
grope about in the darkness,

'[!h(! World appears to think that it has ad-
duced an unanswerable case against the in-
come tax when it guotes ocertain nges
from specches of Mr. Gladstone adverse to
it. It seems to us thata short mnswer dis-

wees of this line of argnment Although

r. Gladstone seea many objections to the
income tax, he isobliged to keep reimposing
it; he did 8o a few months ago, and will do
#o again next March or April. Precisely the
game is it with onr own Government. It
wanis a revenue, and to raise that revenue
it has brought into existence an exceed-
ingly elaborate and complex syatem of
taxation. It has taxed articles innumerabls;
it has heavily taxed the industry of the
country, the food we eat, the olothes
wo wehr; it has taxed everything we
ean buy, muake, grow, or import. Among
other things it hos taxed incoms. We say
now that the time has come for the reduction
of this large burden of taxation. The 7%i-
hume says *no’ and *‘ves” in the same breath;
take off no taxes till the debt is fully funded;
take off fifty millions instantly, 6 cannot
reconcile that inéoneistency, but what we do
contend for is this:—If we can lessen the
taxes by fifty millions, do not study the inte-
rests of only one set of tax-payers, especially
whon the set is the very one which osn best
afford to psy taxes. Lower the income
tax by all mesns. Do not wake any man
poy 50 much ugon surpings as upon r

proparty. Put rembniber these fow points: =~
¥ Lnn Inoomeé tax, unlike many other taxos,
does mot restriot teade or oripple 6ommorge.
2. It'is not so burdensome as tazes uwpon
necessaries of life, 3, Ik falls upon the rioh
rather than upon the poor. 4, L. is n tax for
the bonefit of Government, not of monopo-
lists, whereas too many of our imposts fall
under the Iatter category, Lastly, it would
be unfair to tuke off ths whelo of the incomes
